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Rep. Gerry Studds 
To Visit Lehigh Valley 


Mass. Congressman who came out 
will address Lambda Center Benefit 


The scene deserves to be recorded 
as a milestone of gay history. Indeed, 
it should be noted as an important event 
in American history. Never had anything 
like it ever happened before. 

Never before had anything stood at 
the speaker's platform in the U.S. House 
of Representatives and declared his or 
her homosexuality. Such a startling 
revelation had never been made in so 
formal a setting by an elected official 
of the United States government. 

But while TV cameras whirred and 
the world watched, that's exactly what 
U.S. Rep. Gerry E. Studds of Massachusetts 
did on July 14, 1983. Sixteen months 
later, he easily won re-election to his 
fifth term. 

Now, absorbed by his congressional 
duties more than ever, Studds finds him- 
self also sought by a new constituency 
that transcends the narrow political 


boundaries of Massachusetts’ 10th District. 


That constituency is America's lesbians 
and gay men. 

So it is with enthusiasm and pride 
that the Lehigh Valley's Lambda Center is 
able to announce that Rep. Studds has 
agreed to be the keynote speaker at its 
third annual fall fund raiser, scheduled 


for Friday, Nov. 15 at the Hotel Bethlehem. 


The title of Studds' address is 
"Being Gay In A Conservative America." It 
will follow a banquet that begins at 


7:30 p.m. and a cash bar reception that 
starts at 6:30 p.m. 

Tickets cost $25 per person and must 
be purchased in advance by writing to the 
Lambda Center, Box 1656, Allentown 18105. 
No reservations will be accepted after 
Oct. 26. 

Studds, a Democrat, has a reputation 
for being a self-confident, argumentative 
liberal with a knack for generating wide- 
spread support in a district that is pre- 
dominately conservative. The 10th District 
includes Cape Cod and the Hanover and New 
Bedford areas of Massachusetts. Studds 
resides in Provincetown. 

So it was not surprising that when 
the House Ethics Committee issued its 
report recommending that Studds be repri- 
manded for his affair with a 17-year-old 
male House page a decade earlier, the 
Congressman addressed the issue forth- 
rightiy;: $«:- 

"All members of Congress must cope 
with the challenge of initiating and main- 
taining a career in public office without 
destroying the ability to lead a meaning- 
ful and emotionally fulfilling private 
life;" Studds told the House on that July 
day two years ago. 

Then, in words that were not only 
carried by the nation's news media but 
will be recorded for all time in the 
Congressional Record, Studds continued: 
"Tt is not a simple task for any of us

The Center is one of_Lambda Valley 
Monthly's paid advertisers, and a copy 
will be mailed to each of its members 
as an additional benefit of membership. 
At least for now. 

Lambda Valley Monthly will also be 
sent to members of Le-Hi-Ho, and it will

be distributed widely throughout the 
community at bars, bookstores and 
friendly businesses. 

It is intended to be informative, 
entertaining, educational and enlighten- 
ing. It is hoped that in time it will 
even grow to be needed. 

That's how you are part of the 
experiment. 

But you can become part of the 
experiment in other ways as well. Lambda 
Valley Monthly needs to receive your 
comments and your suggestions. It needs 
to receive your advertising dollars. 

It also needs your help. The 
volunteer staff of the Lambda Valley 
Monthly nmbers only a handful of people, 
so there's plenty of room for more. 
Writers are needed to cover assignments 
and to produce feature stories. Pro- 
duction people are needed to help with 
page design and paste-ups. And the 
circulation staff needs lots of extra 
hands to help with collection and dis- 


tribution.

to meet adequately the obligations of 
either public or private life, let alone 
both. But these challenges are made 
substantially more complex when one is, 
as am I, both an elected public official 
and gay." 

The Ethics Committee that same day 
also voted to reprimand Rep. Daniel B. 
Crane of Illinois, who was accused at the 
same time of conducting a past affair 
with a female page. Crane later appeared 
at a press conference in tears and begged 
for forgiveness. | 

Studds, on the other hand, did not 
apologize for his conduct. Instead, he 
only admitted an "error of judgment." 
And, unlike Crane, who voted for his own 
censure, Tudds stood impassively in the 
well of the House, his hands clasped 
behind him, back to his colleagues, and, 
with simple dignity, voted "present." 

Foreign policy and fishing interests 
have been the foundations of Studds' con- 
geressional career. For him, they have 
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made a good combination. The work he has 
done on the Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee tends to assuage the conserva- 
tives, which gives him the political free- 
dom to speak out against U.S. military 
adventures in places like Vietnam and El 
Salvador. And that tends to please the 
liberals. 

Studds' most important legislative 
accomplishment was a bill he pushed 
through the Merchant Marine committee 
that exttended U.S. territorial waters to 
a 200-mile limit, a change that was hailed 
by the East Coast fishing industry. But 
other battles he has waged--such as his 
opposition to Reagan Administration plans 
to open up nearly a billion acres of the 
Outer Continental Shelf to mineral 
leasing-—-has won he the warm embrace of 
environmental interests as well. 

As a member of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, Studds has worked 
effectively to block military aid to the 
government of El Savador and has taken an 
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even-handed approach in dealing with the 
various disputant nations in the Middle 
Kast. 

The revelations about his homosexual- 
ity did not create the kind of public 
scandal that some might have wanted. 
Naturally, it became something of an 
issue when he stood for re-election in 
1984. But he finished with a remarkable 
56 percent of the vote--in spite of the 
fact that the same voters the same day 
elected Republican Ronald Reagan in 
greater numbers than anywhere in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Gerry Studds was born on Long Island, 
graduated from Yale University with 
degrees in American studies and history 
and took his first job in Washington as 
a foreign service officers with the U.S. 
State Department. In 1963, he joined 
the staff of the Kennedy White House. 

A few years later, although still 
only 29, Studds decided to "retire" from 
Washington life and moved to New England 


where he took up teaching in Concord, 
N.H. But his retirement to academia 
didn't last long. 

In 1968 he was drawn into Democrat 
Eugene McCarthy's New Hampshire presi- 
dential campaign and was elected a 
delegate to the party's national con- 
vention later that year. 

Then, in 1970, he made his first 
run for the U.S. House of Representatives 
after moving back to Massachusetts, 
where he grew up. Although he narrowly 
lost that first bid for elective office, 
he won the seat the next time around in 
1972--and every election since then. 

"My sexual preference has nothing 
to do with y ability to do this job well 
or to do it badly," he said at one point 
during the censure upheaval. "I'm a good 
or bad congressman quite apart from my 
sexual preference." 

About all that he may say more on 
Nov. 15, but few would dispute the basic 
fact: Gerry Studds is a good congressman.

But not everyone in the Lehigh 
Valley was happy with Congressman Studds' 
visit. When the board approached the 
Holiday Inn East, it denied the Center's 
offer to rent space there, fearful of 
the adverse publicity they felt might be 
associated with the event. The Hotel 
Bethlehem, however, proved to be more 
than willing to provide space for the 
event. 

One thing for sure: The Congress- 
man will have the chance to travel in 
style while here. Board member Michael 
has offered to act as chauffeur in his 


big Lincoln. 

Of course, the visit of Congressman 
Studds is not the only thing that is 
happening this fall. Over the summer, 
the board has arranged for some internal 
improvements at the Center. Later this 
month, a pool table and a soda machine 
will be installed. These should improve 
the ecology of the Lambda Center and 
make it even more attractive for gather- 
ings there. 

But no organization can run on good 
intentions alone. It needs both volun- 
teers and money. Some members of the 
gay community have contributed both. 

We thank them for it. But the truth is, 
the rent alone for the center takes quite 
a chunk of change. This just makes for 
less money for other things. 

In order to make thece@ter work, it 
will require us all to put our money on 
the line. At a time when the gay and 
lesbian community is under seige from 
the religious right and because of the 
fallout from a killer disease, we need 
to focus on what is really important to 
our lives. 

By volunteering to help the Center 
in planning events or contributing part 
of your hard-earned income, you make a 
statement about what being lesbian or gay 
really means to you. 

Throughout the year, this column 
will feature news about your Center and 
its board. I hope you will find it both 
enlightening and informative.

A 
gay HOTLINE provides information and referralsiinaddition to crisis intervention. Lec- 
tures on such topics as AIDS, legal issues facing gays and lesbians, lesbian mothering, 
are presented monthly. At the beginning of its second year, the Lambda Center Board of 
Directors plans an expansion of its services, the hiring of an executive director, full 
participation in the Lehigh Valley AIDS Task Force, and an increase in the number of 
counseling and support groups. 


This special evening begins with a pre-banquet reception at 6:30 p.m. in the 
Candlelight Room and continues with dinner at 7:30 p.m. in the Grand Ballroom. A cash 
bar will be available at the pre-banquet reception. Cost of the evening is $25.00 per 
person.

WOMEN'S NIGHT--AN UPDATE 


A bus trip to Atlantic City, a 
weekend camping trip and a repeat of the 
very successfulBeirut Restaurant dinner 
party.
